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My Child Which Was Dead 
Now Liveth 

That which seems to be near the 
hardest of all Bible lessons to learn is 
that “all things work together for 
good to them who love the Lord.” Of 
course, there are many interpretations 
given on this thought, varying over 
a wide range of thought. It is, how- 
ever, my privilege to give a testimony 
hereby which I feel is ample proof 
that the scripture means exactly what 
it says. 

It was during the very first days of 
the month that our little girl, Bar- 
bara Therese, age 314 years, fell ill. 
We prayed and trusted God for her 
for over a week, until she seemed so 
near death that we felt we had better 
get a doctor to look at her. He came 
and pronounced the case as malig- 
nant diphtheria, which is very dan- 
gerous. He gave her an antitoxin and 
told us to rush her to the hospital if 
She didn’t improve in the next six 
hours. At 5:35 a. m. Thursday, Jan- 
uary 11, 1945, she was admitted to the 
Grace Hospital, Welch, W. Va. They 
gave her another antitoxin immedi- 
ately but when she didn’t respond the 
doctor told us her only chance was to 
have an operation on her throat to 
relieve her breathing. We gave our 
consent, even though he said the 
chances were she wouldn’t even come 
off the table alive. At nine o’clock they 
operated. 

During this period we gave ourselves 
over to prayer. The burden seemed so 
great it could not be borne. We agon- 
ized with God right on until suddenly 
it seemed as though God spoke direct- 


ly with the assurance that the child 
would recover. Not long afterward 
they brought her back to her room 
and she improved from then on. 

It seemed the time had come for 
God to get His glory from this hos- 
pitalization. We were there with the 
child when a man entered, saying he 
was hunting a minister. It seemed 
there was a very wicked woman at 
death’s door on the floor below. We 
went down and talked to her, then 
prayed. The next morning we called 
again and she informed us she 's@ 


feeling fine and had accepted God as 
her Savior. She was released in only a 
few days from then. About this time 
one of our members came up and 
asked us to go upstairs and pray for 
her mother who was there. After pray- 
ing we hesitated at the bedside of a 
lady who had been severely burned 
and was not given a chance to live. I 
asked a lady standing by if we might 
pray and she said she was the other 
lady’s mother and would be glad if we 
would. As we prayed this dear mother 
suddenly began to speak as the Spirit 
directed. The younger lady was 
touched and without further hypo- 
dermics went to sleep and slept some 
fifteen hours. She continued to recov- 
er speedily. God was only beginning 
His work, however, for before we 
brought the baby home there had been 
two other ladies and a man miracu- 
lously blessed and one other con- 
verted. 

A few hours before bringing the 
child home, one of the nurses was 
talking to us and remarked, “This case

Text: “Repent ye therefore and be 
converted, that your sins may be 
blotted out,” Acts 3:19. 


The text is the words from the 
Apostle Peter’s sermon immediately 
after the healing of the lame man at 
the Beautiful gate of the temple. As 
the people stood spellbound, gazing at 

1e man leaping and praising God, 

eter preached unto them Jesus 
Christ, insisting that the people re- 
pent that their sins might be blotted 
out. 

Repentance is the act of one who 
regrets that he has committed sins 
against God, or of one who is sorry for 
wrongdoing. The evidence of repent- 
ance is an open expression of sorrow, 
or regret for past sins, or still more 
convincing is the change in conduct 
of the individual who has repented. 
“Repent and be converted” means to 
repent and turn from sin. 

The doctrine of repentance was 
first preached by John the Baptist, 
followed by Christ, both using the 
same text, saying, “Repent ye for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand,” Matt. 
3:1; 4:17. Under the law religion had 
been sacrificial and ceremonial, but 
now these two great men came out 
preaching that men must repent of 
their sins, Christ declaring, “Except 
ye repent ye shall perish.” Paul said, 
in Acts 17th chapter and the 30th 
verse, “And the times of this igno- 
rance God winked at, but now com- 
mandeth all men everywhere to re- 
pent.” Repentance is essential to sal- 
vation. John preached it, Christ de- 
clared our destruction without it, and 
God demanded it of all men every- 

here. Repentance is therefore our 

ay into His kingdom of righteous- 
ness. Without repentance we stand on 
the outside. 

Repentance is not an act of God, it 
is man’s part in obtaining forgiveness 
of sins. Christ died and shed His blood 
for the sins of the world, but man re- 
pents and confesses his sins to receive 
pardon. John tells us what we are ex- 
pected to do, and then what God will 
do—“If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us of our 
sins,” 1 John 1:9. Forgiveness is 

romised upon our confession. God 

oes not force men to confess their 
sins. They act of their own accord.

Repentance is a volunteer action of 
man, and forgiveness is an act of God. 
Repentance is not an experience of 
salvation, but a work of man that pre- 
pares his heart for the acceptance of 
the grace of God. Repentance with- 
out faith is not enough. Man must be- 
lieve that God for Christ’s sake will 
forgive the sins confessed. Repentance 
is an act of man and faith is a pos- 
session, both of which is required be- 
fore forgiveness. When God forgives 
sins, man is brought into spiritual life. 
He is saved from his sins; he is born 
again, and is a new creature. Repent- 
ance is not an act of God, but is in- 
spired of God, and the goodness of 
God leads men to repentance. God’s 
goodness and love is manifested to the 
world in so many ways that men can- 
not help recognizing it. It is through 
this manifestation that we are made 
sorry for our sins and brought to re- 
pentance. Paul, writing to the Church 
of God in Corinth, said, “For godly 
sorrow worketh repentance to salva- 
tion not to be repented of, but the 
sorrow of the world worketh death,” 2 
Cor. 7:10. Notice the words “godly 
sorrow worketh repentance.” Sorry for 
their sins through God’s manifested 
love and goodness, they repent. 

HOW DO MEN REPENT OF SINS? 
If you apologize to a friend for some 
mistake that has inconvenienced him, 
you must be in earnest, and your 
words must have the sound of sin- 
cerity or he will not accept your 
apology as genuine. How much more 
should our confessions to God for the 
misdeeds of life come from deep down 
in a sincere heart! It is not words 
that God listens to, but the silent, sin- 
cere language of the heart. 

Christ gave an example of repent- 
ance by referring to the great revival 
in the city of Nineveh. God sent Jon- 
ah to preach to that great city, and 
they repented, and God forgave them. 
If men today will repent like the men 
of Nineveh, they will likewise receive 
forgiveness of their sins like Nineveh. 
Let us quote Christ’s statement, “The 
men of Nineveh shall rise up in judg- 
ment with this generation, and shall 
condemn it, for they repented at the 
preaching of Jonah, and behold a 
greater than Jonah is here,” Luke 11: 
32. 


God had decreed destruction for 
these men, but when they repented 
He forgave them. I think their manner 
of repentance, inasmuch as it was 
recognized by God, would still be a 
good example for men to follow. Let 
us, therefore, learn how they found a 
place of forgiveness in the heart of 
God. Going back to the book of Jonah 
we find that Jonah entered into the 
city a day’s journey and began to 
preach the overthrow of the city with- 
in forty days. Quoting from the book 
of Jonah, “So the people of Nineveh 
believed God, and proclaimed a fast, 
and put on sackcloth, from the great- 
est of them even unto the least of 
them. For word came unto the king 
of Nineveh, and he arose from his 
throne, and he laid aside his robe 
from him, and covered him with sack- 
cloth and sat in ashes. And he caused 
it to be proclaimed and published 
throughout Nineveh by the decree of 
the king and his nobles, saying, Let 
neither man nor beast, herd nor flock, 
taste any thing; let them not feed 
nor drink water. But let man and 
beast be covered with sackcloth, and 
cry mightily unto God; yea let them 
turn every one from his evil way, and 
from the violence that is in their 
hands. Who can tell if God will turn 
and repent, and turn away from his 
fierce anger that we perish not? And 
God saw their works that they turned 
from their evil way, and God repented 
of the evil that he had said he would 
do unto them, and he did it not.” 
Jonah 3:5-10. 


Christ declared that the men of 
Nineveh would rise up in judgment 
and condemn this generation because 
they repented at the preaching of Jon- 
ah. Repenting of their sins was their 
only hope; they feared that they had 
already crossed the dead line, but 
with sincerity and earnestness they 
called a fast throughout the city, and 
went before God in sackcloth and 
ashes crying mightily unto Him, and 
when God saw their works He turned 
and forgave their sins, because they 
repented at the preaching of Jonah. 


There may be no necessity of such 
fasting in sackcloth and ashes today, 
but the same sincerity and earnest- 
ness is required to obtain forgiveness 
of your own sins. They were not only 
willing to quit sin, but they did quit. 
The sinner does not have to tell God 
he will quit, but he will have to quit. 
Quitting is evidence of sincerity. Now

Dr. Eric M. North, Secretary of the

John and St. Luke in Tagalog, and 
50,000 copies in Ilocan and Cuban 
dialects.

A radio message delivered Sunday, 
October 1, 1944, over station KSUN, 
Lowell, Arizona, by Rev. Floyd L. 
Ramsey, pastor of the Church of God, 
Bisbee, Ariz. This program is heard 
over this station each Sunday morn- 
ing at 7:30. 

Has Christianity failed? is a ques- 
tion that has been repeatedly asked 
by many when they see the critical 
condition of the world in this twen- 
tieth century. A global war raging, our 
boys and girls in uniform, broken- 
hearted parents, wives and _ sweet- 
hearts, bring to us a picture that is 
far from being pleasant and one that 
has affected the whole world. Our 
government is aware of the fact that 
it is going to take a united effort of 
every citizen to win this war, and is 
calling on every American citizen to 
make every sacrifice possible to con- 
tribute to the war effort. I’m sure 
each of us is glad to do that because 
we love our America. Yes, I say our 
America, because I’m an American 
and proud of it. But the thing that 
hurts my very heart’s core is that 
while our boys and girls are dying on 
far-off battle fronts to protect my 
home, your home, and_ everything 
that we hold dear in our America, the 
morale of our nation is being shat- 
tered by the spirit of ungodliness and 
infidelity that is sweeping the nation. 
The juvenile delinquency problem 
seems to be mounting every day and 
Statisticians tell us that we spend an- 
nually six times as much money for 
the capture and prosecution of crimi- 
nals than is disbursed for the opera- 
tion of all the educational institutions 

the United States combined. What

CHRISTIANITY IS ETERNAL 

My precious friends, in the short 
time I shall be in your midst this 
morning by means of radio, I’m very 
much delighted to tell you that Chris- 
tianity has never failed, and it never 
shall, for it is just as eternal as He 
who introduced it to this world, JESUS 
CHRIST THE SON OF GOD. 

CHRISTIANITY IS NOT A SYSTEM 
OF ETHICS 

I shall at this time endeaver to tell 
ou briefly what Christianity is, and 
what it is not. It is not a system of 
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ethics, but it is redemptive. In order to 
have Christianity we will have to have 
Christ. It would be just as logical, and 
would stand just as much to reason 
for one to believe he could live with- 
out his heart beating, as it would to 
believe we could have Christianity 
without having a personal experience 
with Jesus Christ. In Col. 3:4 the 
Scripture teaches that Christ is our 
life, and if He is our life we must have 
Him that we may live. Dr. Wm. Evans, 
in his book entitled, “GREAT DOC- 
TRINES OF THE BIBLE,” said: “To 
eliminate the atoning death of Christ 
from the relation that bears His name 
would mean the surrender of its 
uniqueness, and claim to be the only 
true religion, the supreme and final 
revelation of God to the sons of men.” 
My friends, to surrender this distinc- 
tive Christian doctrine from its creed, 
would bring it down to the level of 
other prevailing religious systems. 
May I repeat that Christianity is not 
a system of ethics, but it is the his- 
tory of redemption through Jesus 
Christ the personal Redeemer. I am 
well aware that there are many today 
who are openly demonstrating the 
doctrine of the atoning death of Jesus 
Christ. Below I quote some statements 
which were made by some who advo- 
cate modernism. “We cannot accept 
the substitutionary death of Christ.” 
—a Church magazine. The same mag- 
azine declares that the hymn, “Jesus 
Paid It All,” is not the theology of the 
Church. Cain’s religion is still more 
agreeable to the natural heart than 
Abel’s. Modernism rules the Bible out 
as an authority on theological ques- 
tions, but in spite of all that the mod- 
ernistic preachers may say or do 
about it, the blood of Jesus Christ will 
never, never lose its power to redeem 
the souls of fallen humanity. 


IT HAS SURVIVED MANY ATTACKS 

Christianity was attacked in its in- 
fancy by both the devil and man. By 
the devil because he knew of its re- 
demption for the souls of lost human- 
ity; by man because he was blinded 
and deluded by the power of Satan. 
Satan had a veil of darkness pulled 
down over the understanding of man, 
insomuch that many lost their power 
of reason and became so enshrouded 


by this satanic power until they be- 
came reprobate to everything that was 
good. It was by the hands of those 
fiendish haters of Christianity that 
many of the early Christians met their 
fate. They made many unscrupulous 
attacks on the Christians and de- 
stroyed them by the thousands. We 
have an appalling account in “Fox’s 
Book of Martyrs” of how many of the 
early supporters of Christianity met 
their doom as far as the destruction 
of the body. He tells how mothers 
were stripped of their clothing and 
tormented to death by some of the 
most cruel methods in the presence of 
the howling, cheering mobs of specta- 
tors in the Colosseum at Rome, and 
how others were thrown to 
the hungry lions to be devoured alive, 
and others burned at the stake. When 
we think of what those precious re- 
deemed souls suffered for the sake of 
Christianity, it should stir you and me 
to a greater devotion for this great 
cause. Christianity survived all those 
unscrupulous attacks, and survived 
also the time known as the Dark Ages 
when the Bibles were burned by the 
thousands. However, the Bible today 
has the widest circulation of any book 
in print. The story of Christianity is 
circling the globe. It has been trans- 
lated into one thousand languages and 
dialects, and is read the world over. 
As Christianity survived the attacks 
of mad men in its infancy, it shall 
survive the attacks of the slick tongue 
of the modernistic sage of this age. 


CHRISTIANITY IS FACING 
MODERNISM TODAY 


Christianity in its infancy faced and 
overcame the brutal attacks of its 
haters, the supposed-to-be religious 
leaders of that day. It shall also face 
and overcome every dart that is 
thrust at it today by the last-day 
modernist. The scripture in 2 Peter 
3:1-4 tells us that those men would 
appear in the last times. Dr. J. Os- 
wald Smith stated in his great mes- 
sage on “The Poison of Modernism,” 
some of the known facts about mod- 
ernism. One rank modernist said: 
“I do not believe in the doctrine of 
salvation by blood. I thank God I am 
not saved by the blood of anyone. The 
doctrine of salvation by blood is the 
gospel of the butcher shop. Modern- 
ism proclaims salvation by character 
in the place of salvation by the blood, 
and lays emphasis on education, so- 
cial service, and world betterment in- 
stead of evangelism.

What normal, healthy person, with 
a sound appetite, does not feel a sense 
of contentment, or even a small thrill 
when the supper bell rings. Especially 
do those who labor long, hard hours on 
the farm, drop their tools and their 
weariness and begin to chatter hap- 
pily when the ringing gong of the din- 
ner bell calls them to the sumptuous 
table usually set before the hungry 
men folk of a farm. 

One of the sacrifices of the mission 
field is to miss, month after month, 
the fellowship of the dinner table with 
fellow ministers, where the problems, 
joys, and the politics of the church 
work are freely discussed. 

In Luke 14:16-24, we have the ac- 
count of the greatest banquet ever set 
before the sons of men. The host is 
God; the guest of honor is Jesus, the 
Son of God; the occasion—the wed- 
ding supper of Jesus to His holy and 
happy bride, the Church; the invited 
guests—all of the “whosoever wills” 
who hear and accept _ salvation 
through the atoning blood of Jesus 
Christ, and who continue in all the 
fulness of His glorious gospel. 

“A CERTAIN MAN MADE A GREAT 
SUPPER.” This certain man is God. 
He has watched the salvation work of 
His beloved Son Jesus from the time 
of His divine conception, crucifixion 
and glorious resurrection; its victori- 
ous march down the _ centuries 
through the work of the Holy Spirit 
operating in holy men, called of God, 
unto the closing days of the Church 
dispensation. The time has come— 
that great day for which the Church 
has waited and yearned; some crying 
out, “How long, O Lord, how long!” 
And now God cries, “ALL THINGS 
ARE NOW READY.” 


Only one thing remains to be done, 
and that is to call in the guests. When 
all who will accept are in, then will 
the Lord appear in the clouds of 
heaven, His Church will rise to meet 
Him, and the great wedding supper of 
the Lamb will be spread. 

So this certain man sends “HIS 
SERVANT at SUPPER TIME.” Supper 
time is in the evening, at the close of 
the day, when darkness is fast creep- 
ing upon the earth, when our work is 
done, the “time of the end”—when the 
long hard day of the Church’s labor 
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of love is drawing to a close and spir- 
itual darkness is engulfing the earth. 
The SERVANT is the Holy Ghost sent 
throughout the world in these last 
days to “bade many” to prepare for 
the wedding in the air. 

Who are these “many” who are bid- 
den to the feast, Being told that “all 
things are now ready”? Well, there 
are three separate calls. The first call 
goes to “THEM THAT WERE BID- 
DEN.” Many say that the “bidden” 
ones, who rejected this call, were the 
Jews. This is possibly true. But let us 
remember that many prophecies have 
a double fulfillment, one to the Jews, 
and one to the Church, and if this call 
has any reference to the Church, its 
dispensational setting would be to a 
period just prior to the marriage sup- 
per of the Lamb, at a time when “all 
things are now ready,” when there 
would have to be a “bidden” group of 
many as when this first call was given. 
I believe there was. 

What do people do when they are 
invited to a special wedding or ban- 
quet? They begin to make feverish 
and joyous preparations. And when 
the servant of God gave the first in- 
vitation He said, “COME, for all things 
are now ready.” That word “come” 
meant get ready, make quick prepa- 
ration, procure the garments of holi- 
ness, without which no man shall see 
God, put on the righteousness and 
purity of the Holy Ghost. In plain 
Church of God language, be sanctified 
and filled with the Holy Ghost! Now 
do we have a record in our later day 
history of the Church in which such a 
call was given? I believe we do. 

Who, then, are these people, “them 
that were bidden,” to whom the first 
call was given, and rejected? I believe 
it was the multiplied millions of 
church members throughout’ the 
world, who comprised the member- 
ships of our great religious denomina- 
tions when the Holy Spirit sent out 
this first great call. They were bidden. 
That is, they had already heard and 
accepted the call of the Holy Spirit to 
accept the Lord as their personal Sav- 
ior. At that time—the close of the 19th 
century—most of the churches were 
still preaching a salvation message, 
and men and women were praying 
through to salvation. It is only since 


these great denominations have large- 
ly rejected the Holy-Spirit-call known 
as the holiness or Pentecostal revival 
movement, which has swept the world 
in the last forty years, that they have 
been abandoned by the Spirit and 
have turned to worldliness and false 
doctrines. 


At the turn of the 19th century an@ 


the years of the birth of the 20th cen- 
tury—1900 to 1910 roughly, the SERV- 
ANT made His first great call. The 
marvelous, miraculous and glorious 
Pentecostal, Holy Ghost outpouring 
began. And where did it begin? Among 
“them that were bidden”—the church 
people. In Nyack, New York; Galena, 
Kansas; Los Angeles, California, 
(to name a few spots in this country) ; 
in England, Scotland, Canada, Ger- 
many (the mission fields); in fact, 
around the world a marvelous thing 
was happening. From everywhere 
comes the same story. A great burden 
of prayer fell upon the people. Often 
they could neither eat nor sleep—only 
pray. The inevitable outcome of these 
intensive prayer meetings was that 
men and women were filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with 
other tongues as the Spirit gave ut- 
terance. And in all of these meetings, 
prophecies and messages in tongues 
and interpretations came forth, pro- 
claiming the soon coming of our Lord. 
This was the SERVANT’S first call to 
the wedding supper, and it was made 
to them that were bidden—church 
people. 

This phenomenal outpouring creat- 
ed a sensation in church circles every- 
where. Leaders and laymen everywhere 


but the majority, following the e 
amples of their pastors and official¥ 
rejected this fanatical manifestation, 
saying it was of the devil. Organized 
resistance crystallized until most lead- 
ers in all denominations either smiled 
in a superior, tolerant way, or else 
openly fought the movement as being 
a false, demonic, and dangerous thing. 
While many accepted, the far larger 
percentage of “them that were bid- 
den” rejected the call with many 
proud and foolish excuses. 

I once talked to a leading Pentecos- 
tal pastor who, at the time of t 
first outpouring, had been a leadi 


began to investigate. Some the of 
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minister in one of these established 
denominations. His was a_ holiness 
movement of the time, and was enjoy- 
ing a good revival throughout its 
churches. Consequently, the Holy 
Ghost outpouring created such a stir 
among them that it was finally taken 
up in their Annual Assembly. The dis- 
cussion was, whether to accept or no, 
the speaking in tongues as the initial 
evidence of the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit. While they prepared to vote, he 
said, a white dove flew in an open 
window, circled the auditorium, and 
settled on the altar. When the vote 
was NO the dove arose and flew out 
the window. While this movement still 
exists, and has enjoyed a nominal 
growth, it has never regained the re- 
vival power and zeal it had enjoyed 
before they rejected the fulness of the 
gospel. The majority of the large de- 
nominations who rejected it, are now 
under the control of ministers and 
leaders who know nothing of the 
meaning of salvation; nor do but few 
of their membership. 

THE SECOND CALL. Verse 21, “.... 
Then the master of the house being 
angry said to the servant, Go out 
QUICKLY into the streets and lanes 
of the CITY, and bring in hither the 
POOR, and the MAIMED, and the 
HALT, and the BLIND.” It was to be a 
QUICK call, and it was to bring in the 
POOR, the MAIMED, the HALT, and 
the BLIND. From about 1910 to 1930 
the great healing revivals stirred the 
world in the grestest mass world-wide 
revival movement the world has ever 
known. The Servant—the Holy Ghost 
—chose and anointed with healing 
and miracle-working gifts, a number 
of His people. Great healing revivals 











Qyines the largest auditoriums of the

largest cities of the United States, 
Canada, England, and Australia. To 
name a few, Dr. Price, the Bosworth 
Brothers, Aimee Semple McPherson 
(who in her best years, a simple wom- 
an dressed in simple white cotton uni- 
forms, stood on the platforms of our 
largest auditoriums and preached to 
full houses three times a day, while 
thousands milled outside), Stephen 
and George Jeffries of England; Ray- 
mond T. Ritchey, Smith Wigglsworth 
and many other noted Spirit-filled 
evangelists filled daily the greatest 
city auditoriums, and through the gifts 
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and workings of the Holy Spirit per- 
formed unbelievable miracles of heal- 
ing. Where did they preach? In the 
cities! “Go into the streets and lanes 
of the CITY!” Who were the hundreds 
of thousands who came afoot, in 
special trains, by airplane and in num- 
erous ambulances? The millions of 
POOR, and the world’s sick. The 
MAIMED, the HALT, and the BLIND. 

Millions came in through this 
second call. We personally accepted 
the full gospel through this second 
call, by the miraculous healing of my 
wife, when the doctors had given her 
up to die. And so did thousands of you 
who read this article. Almost any pas- 
tor or evangelist who served the Lord 
through these years can testify to 
marvelous miracles of healing under 
his ministry. 

Where are these famous evangelists 
today? Most of them are still living 
and preaching, but they no longer de- 
pend on their great healing revivals to 
draw the crowds; or, if they do, they 
preach to hundreds where once they 
preached to thousands. Interest has 
waned. The second great call is over. I 
do not mean that God no longer heals 
the sick. He does, and will, till He 
comes, but the great divine healing 
revivals no longer fill our huge city 
auditoriums. You can lay it to lack of 
faith, worldly indifference, or what 
you will; the fact remains that mirac- 
ulous healings no longer create the 
stir they once did. Behind all of the 
other reasons for this is, I believe, the 
fact that we have entered into the 
THIRD AND LAST CALL TO SUPPER. 
For the servant came and said (verse 
22), “Lord, it is done as thou hast com- 
manded and yet there is room.” 

So now the lord said unto the serv- 
ant, “Go out into the HIGHWAYS 
and HEDGES, and COMPEL THEM TO 


COME IN, that my house may be 
filled.” This is the last call before the 
Lord’s coming. It is not to sweep in 
the millions, the poor (who are num- 
bered in the millions), the sick (who 
comprise another great multitude), 
but it is to be a hand-picking time, a 
compelling time. Get them one by one 
and COMPEL THEM TO COME IN. 
And it is to be not just the cities, but 
is to go out into the country places— 
the highways and hedges. It is a time 
of organized, systematic, church ef- 
fort, such as the Church of God is 
now doing. It means persistent per- 
sonal work, pastoral and lay visiting 
in hospitals and homes of unsaved 
friends, persistent, organized evange- 
listic effort. If they won’t come to 
church, get onto the radio and take 
the church right into their homes and 
COMPEL THEM TO COME IN! 


Before the war, when one could 
usually depend on a seat in the Pull- 
man diner, the porter used to come 
through with three calls to dinner. 
One could, if he wished, ignore the 
first two calls. But when he came 
through the third time, he walked 
hurriedly and spoke rapidly: “Last 
call to dinnah. Last call to dinnah!” 
And you knew that if you didn’t get 
up and follow him right in, you would 
find the door shut. I believe the 
SERVANT is now making His third 
and LAST CALL to the marriage sup- 
per of the Lamb. Trim your lamps! 
Press the wrinkles out of your wed- 
ding garment of holiness, for the 
Lord is surely coming to catch His 
waiting bride away. 


“And I heard as it were the voice 
of a great multitude and as the voice 
of many waters and as the voice of 
mighty thunderings, saying, Alleluia: 
for the Lord God omnipotent reigneth. 
Let us be glad and rejoice, and give 
honor to him: for the MARRIAGE OF 
THE LAMB IS COME, and his wife 
hath made herself ready. And to her 
was granted that she should be ar- 
rayed in fine linen, clean and white: 
for the fine linen is the righteousness 
of the saints. And he said unto me, 
Write, Blessed are they which are 
called unto the marriage supper of 
the Lamb,” Rev. 19:6-9.

Our bank hall 
meeting room was simply jammed till 
there was not even standing room 
anywhere in this, one of our largest 
buildings.

There was a wonderful spirit of uni- 
ty and cooperation among the work- 
ers and members. The presence of God 
could be felt from the beginning till 
the end of the service. The reports 
were good and revealed that during 
the last three months there were 
one hundred nineteen souis saved in 
our gatherings. 

Our ministers and people are firm- 
ly behind our good overseer in his de- 
termination to see all our church 
buildings put in proper order. The 
quarterly building offering was the 
largest our church has ever given at 
one meeting, being $128.71. We are to 
make a big effort during the sugar 
crop season to raise $1,000 towards this 
much needed and worthy cause.

Ninety-two Prospective Mission- 

aries in B. T. S. 


I have had a number of inquiries 
from students in the Bible Training 
School and College in Sevierville, Ten- 
nessee, wanting to know more about 
missions and the possibilities of being 
sent to the mission fields. Along with 
numerous letters, I have heard, from 
different sources, about the great in- 
terest in missions that is being shown 
in the Bible School, and have had in- 
vitations from, the President and some 
of the teachers to come up and talk 
with the students, who were inter- 
ested in missions. 

On the morning of February 15 I 
was invited to speak in chapel, and 
during the chapel service the Presi- 
dent of the school invited all of those 
who were especially interested in for- 
eign missions and would like to stay 
for a special consultation on the for- 
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eign mission work, to line up in the 
front. When the others were dismissed 
and these were seated, we found that 
ninety-two had stayed for this serv- 
ice. Seventy of this number stood, 
saying that they had a definite call to 
the foreign fields. In taking a poll to 
see which ones had definite calls to 
definite fields, we found that eighteen 
felt a definite call to the Spanish- 
speaking people, sixteen to China, 
sixteen to India, six to Africa, one 
to Russia, two to Germany. Others 
were not positive as to their definite 
field of labor. We spent one hour 
speaking to this group and answering 
their questions, after which we inter- 
viewed a large number who wished to 
have a few moments of private inter- 
view. 


After taking off a few minutes to 
eat a lunch, in the school cafeteria, 
we met with a special group who were 
interested in Mexico and Latin Ameri- 
can schools. We were very busily en- 
gaged talking with other individuals 
who were especially interested in the 
mission work, until 2:30, at which 
time we had an engagement to speak 
to the Mission Class, taught by Sister 
Mildred Case, where we were occupied 
for the next hour. Truly this was a 
busy day and a happy day, for, to me, 
it was a great privilege indeed to see 
the enthusiasm and deep interest of 
these students in our Bible Training 
School and College, who are preparing 
themselves to go forth with the gospel 
message, helping to fulfill the com- 
mission given by our Savior to “Go ye 
into all the world and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature.” I am looking 
forward to the time when we will have 
letters and articles in the Evangel 
from these students in many different 
parts of the world, telling of the glori- 
ous outpourings of the Holy Ghost up- 
on the sanctified souls who have been 
saved through the grace of the Lord 
Jesus Christ and through the gospel 
message sponsored by the Church of 
God. Of course, this is going to mean 
a sacrifice for those people and their 
families, in the separation, to go into 
the foreign fields, and a sacrifice on

Our 
efforts are now directed toward the 
next. No more missionaries will be 
sent out to merely evangelize. Our 
hope is education.”—The secretary of 
a large denominational mission board. 

Modernism expects to save the 
world and thus usher in the millen- 
nium, whereas the Bible teaches that 
the purpose of the gospel is to save 
men out of the world. There have 
been men from some of the evangeli- 
cal groups who have declined to preach 
salvation as being experimental, and 
have removed the altar from their 
churches. They receive members by 
card signing and handshakes. The 
Church of God has an altar in every 
church, and teaches that men and 
women are not eligible for member- 
ship in the church until they have had 
an experience with God. We also have 
some fine schools and a gocd college, 
but we do not believe that education 


can take the place of the blood of 
Christ in the redemption of the soul. 
If education alone could save the 
world, the world would be getting bet- 
ter all the time, for we have more and 
better schools every year. However, 
for proof that education does not 
serve the purpose in saving the world, 
the crime wave is increasing every 
year. The Church of God, saying 
nothing of the other evangelical 
groups, had about fifty thousand souls 
born again at the old-fashioned altar 
bench last year, and about sixteen 
thousand to pray through to the pre- ry 
cious baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
Someone might ask just what stand 

the Church of God is making in these 
trying times. We are making the same 
stand that we have since we were or- 
ganized. We stand for the whole Bible 
rightly divided, the New Testament as 

the only rule for government and dis- 
cipline, and we firmly believe that as 

the Church and Christianity survived 

the brutal attacks of its haters in its 
infancy, it will also survive the waves 

of modernism in these last days.
